Ne ip Schedule of Medical 
Fees in Bristol and 


EFFECTIVE FEBRUARY Ii, 1944 


T h e doctors of Bristol and vicinity wish 
to present a change in their schedule of fees 
which they believe will be considered fair 
to the public and which will, at the same 
time, help them to overcom e a constantly 
increasing cost of service. 
Everything used 
in the practice of medicine, including many 
medicines and practically all surgical sup­ 
plies, has advanced sharply in price in recent 
months. 


The definite change is in the minimum 
charge for home visits, which will be two 
dollars. 
For visits out of town, ar. increased 
fee will be charged depending on the dis­ 
tance and time consumed. 
I he minimum 
office fee will continue to be one dollar per 
person. 
W hen expensive drugs or dressings 
are 
r e q u i r e d , 
an 
a d d i t i o n a l 
f e e 
will 
b e 
charged. 


T h e doctors are not unmindful of the fact 
that som e 
of 
their 
patients an living on 
fixed incomes that have not increased and 
that an additional expense works a hardship 
in such cases. 
Under these cir- umstances, 
the doctors will use their judgment and the 
additional fee may Le disregarded. 


Physicians, like m any other people, are 
being called upon to devote a considerable 
part of their time to work connected with 
our war effort. 
This they are glad to do. 
H ow ever, there is bound to be a relative 
shortage of medical services, especially in 
places where war industries are located, 
lf 
the sick requiring house visits are to be seen 
promptly, the work of the physician must be 
s y s t e m i z e d . 
I he laity can ureatly facilitcite 
this by sending in their calls for hom e visits 
at the earliest possible hour in th** day. 
In 
order 
to 
discourage 
unnecessary 
evening 
a n d night calls, a higher schedule of fee> 
will apply for calls sent in after 5 P. M.
